Due to phy si­ 
cal conditions, one sewer would 
not serv e both laguna Beach and 
Arch Beach and, because of the 
density of population in Laguna 
Beach and the Cliffs, it was de­ 
cided to go ahead with tlio sewer 
and let Arch Beach rejoin the sani­ 
tary district after the sewer bonds 
had been v oted.

All stories of lions having 
trailed human beings are, in the 
opinion of the hunter, to be dis­ 
counted. 
These yarns are the cre­ 
ation of the boastful or the timid. 
The veteran 
mountaineers 
know 
better. 
A wounded lion, however, 
forced to defend himself, will tight 
desperately to the last. 
No evidence has been uncovered 
that, the lion lies in wait 
on 
the 
limbs of trees to capture prey. He 
is a persistent 
hunter, 
prowling 
from cover to cover, sta lking his 
prey with great patience and mak­ 
ing his final onslaught when with­ 
in forty or fifty feet of his prospec­ 
tive prey. 
He does not 
usually 
lie in wait, ex cept for a few min­ 
utes before making a stalk. 
The adult mountain lion 
is 
a 
solitary animal and does not travel 
in bands or even in pairs ex cept 
in mating season. He hunts usual- 


i ly at night and tra vels over a regu- 
lar beat, taking three or four days 
to make the rounds. 
Lions have 
no la ir ex cept in The case of the 
j female when the young are bora. 
The lion preys upon nearly every 
| other animal in California. He kills 
whether hungry or fulL 
Frequent­ 
ly the lion takes but one feed from 
| the carcass and proceeds in search 
of other quarries. He is, therefore, 
a good provider for Brother Bruin, 
who delights in the carcasses he 
stumbles upon. 
On that account 
the hear is often wrongfully ac­ 
cused of killing stock for the death 
of which he is entirely innocent. 
, The bear is caught with the goods 
j on him, while the guilty lion has 
i moved on for new victims. 
The lion is absolutely of no eco­ 
nomic benefit to the human raoe. 
The wildcat and the coyote 
do 
a 
great deal of good by preying on 
rats, mice, gophers, ground squdr- 
| rels 
and 
jackrabbits. 
Further, 
j these animals produce furs which 
I a re a source of revenue to a num- 
| ber of people who live in the moun- 
! tains and depend on trapping as a 
means of living during the winter 
months. 
On the other hand, the mountain 
lion is of no practical value a s a 
fur bearer, game animal or source 
of food. Bruce estim a tes that each 
lion probably costs the sta te $1000 
a year in deer meat alone, while 
the damage he does to flocks and 
herds is important.
